Plan No. 1. Cash With Order

protects you. Receiving your money in advance 
does not change our Guarantee in any respect.

Plan No. 2. Collect on Delivery 

If you should hesitate to remit in full with 
order, you may send one-third of the amount of 
your bill and we will ship the goods and collect 
balance through your Bank or Express Office on 
arrival of goods. Shipments of this kind are 
commonly called C. 0. D. shipments. Very few 
of our customers order under this plan, for by 
sending full amount with order, they save the 
annoyance of going to the Bank or Express Office 
to pay the balance due, and they also save the 
fee charged by Banks and Express Companies 
for handling collections. If you order goods 
shipped C. O. D. give name and address of Bank 
or Express Office to which you prefer us to send 
sight draft and bill of lading for collection of 
balance due.

If for any reason the fence 
is unsatisfactory, the same to be rolled up in good shape and delivered to railroad freight agent, taking 
therefrom the usual freight receipt. 

We agree to hold the money for 30 days, which dates from the time of the receipt of the fence. If at 
the end of that time the fence ha» not been returned, as agreed in the order, this money to become your 
(Kitselman Bros.) property, and we will remit same to you promptly by New York, Chicago or St. Louis

These stay wires run from top to bottom 
without a break. The ties or knots which 
lock the stay wires and line wires of the 
fence together are a part of the stay wire. 

The one-piece stay wires unquestionably 
produce the stiffest fence it is possible to 
make, a fact that adds further to the life 
of the fence.
